Economic penalties, which it it 
said have been agreed to by Great Britain and France, 
would consist oi the severance of all trade and financial 
relations by member states with Italy. Also the present 
embargo on arms and other militgry supplies for Ethi¬ 
opia—a serious handicap now—will be raised. 

When it is recalled that the Italians in Africa are 
using User and a large quantity of supplies imported 
from flit Near Eastern and Oriental possessions of 
League members, that Italy is financially embarrassed 
and can' not stand a prolonged conflict without bank¬ 
rupting herself and adding to die discontent which hat 
. been manifested in many ways, that even if she could 
conquer Ethiopia she could obtain no adequate in¬ 
demnities, it is not hard to understand the seriousness 
to her of a League decision to apply economic penal¬ 
ties. This is altogether apart from the moral effjet 
of the strong condemnation by n majority of the nations 
ef tha world 

Hence, it is not surprising that Mussolini has been 
noticeably moderating his transports recently, and it 
endeavoring to coax Great Britain on the one hand to 
modify her insistence upon the maintenance of the 
provisions set forth in the covenant of die League, and 
on the other to withdraw from the Mediterranean the 
additional naval forces she his dispatched there.
